teriorate in quality rather rapidly 
after reaching edible maturity. 
Some crops, such as tomatoes and 
muskmelons, in order to reach dis- 
tant markets, are harvested long 
before maturity This results in 
poor quality and, as we all know in 
the case of tomatoes, it has a de- 
cided tendency to depress the 
market. Both tomatoes and musk- 
melons should be allowed to re- 
main on the vines as long as pos- 
sible and still reach the consumer 

in good condition. 

Gardeners lose large quantities 
#f produce each year due to care- 
lessness in harvesting and hand- 
ling. A large amount of this could 
be overcome through instruction 
of the help in proper method of 
harvesting and handling the prod- 
icts in the field. 

Grading 

Quite often a well-graded prod- 
uct of inferior quality will sell bet- 
ter than a poorly graded product 
of high quality; therefore, when 
you do not grade your vegetables 
you could easily be taking money 
out of your own pocket. Do not 
leave any inferior specimens in a 
package because almost invariably 
they will govern the price paid for 
the entire contents of the package. 

Not only should vegetables be 
graded, but there should be certain 
standards that apply to particular 
regions. Uniform and easily rec- 
ognized grades would facilitate the 
marketing process and make for 
cheaper marketing. Poorly graded 
articles have to be closely inspect- 
ed and this adds to the cost. 

The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has developed grade stand- 
ards for most vegetable products 
and many states have adopted the 
Federal grades. 

Packages for Vegetables 

Nearly all vegetables require 
packages of some kind when they 
are shipped. No matter how high 
quality the vegetables are, if the 
package is not neat, more than 
likely the price will be reduced. 

Packages perform the following 
functions: (1) Furnish convenient 
means of hauling the products, (2) 
Give protection to the products, 
(3) Provide a measure of the con- 
tents, (4) Provide ventilation, (5) 
Insure cleanliness, and (6) Pro- 
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vide a means whereby products 
may carry identification marks, 
advertising, etc. 

Vegetables are packed in a great 
range of kinds and sizes of con- 
tainers from the quart berry box 
to the barrel, including many kinds 
of baskets, hampers, boxes, crates, 
bags, and paper cartons. 

When vegetables are packed for 
markets, the following factors 
should be taken into consideration: 
(1) Honest packing, which includes 
uniform product throughout the 
package and full measure (2) A 
suitable package for the product 
(3) Careful packing of the product 
so the specimens will stay in place 
until they reach the market. 

Since the second World War, a 
lot of emphasis has been placed on 
consumer packaging. The most 
common methods used in consumer 
packaging vegetables are: (1) 
bags made of transparent film, (2) 
Trays or cartons overwrapped with 
transparent film, (3) Mesh bags 
and (4) Paper bags. 


Selling Vegetables 

Producers sell their vegetables 
in many different ways, both retail 
and wholesale. Retail sales are 
made by house to house calls, 
through retail city markets and 
roadside stands. Wholesale sales 
are made to retail stores, hotels, 
and restaurants, to country buyers 
and shippers, to truck dealers, at 
the farm and at city and regional 
markets, and through cooperative 
organizations of producers. 

Cooperative marketing by farm- 
ers has been employed to a limited 
extent for many years, but within 
the past 25 years hundreds of co- 
operative organizations have been 
formed for selling all kinds of agri- 
cultural products and for buying 
supplies. 

These associations have helped 
the farmer tremendously. 

In conclusion I would like to 
urge all truck growers to practice 
grading both in the field and the 
pack house, and also to select the 
correct package for the item pro- 
duced. It is a bad practice to use 
old, unattractive packages; so let us 
all use new or good packages, and 
take pride in our marketing with 
the thought in mind that it is the 
only way to be successful in mark- 
eting vegetables.

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VEN though the March winds 

blow and we may have snow, 

Spring really begins this 
month. And as Spring comes from 
deep inside the earth, so it also 
seems to come from deep inside 
the gardens. The first sights and 
sounds of Spring are truly welcome 
after a long, hard winter such as 
we have had this season — so dif- 
ferent from last year. 


As I write this, we are having 
low temperatures of four and five 
degrees, with everything still dead 
and brown, and gardeners are 
wondering as to the extent of the 
winter kill, especially to shrubs 
and roses. 


Even though March will bring 
some budding signs of life, and a 
few brave flowers of the early 
bulbs and shrubs, we know that 
we cannot count on any settled 
weather yet, for you never know 
what the morrow will be like. As 
someone has said of March: “No 
matter how a day begins, it is al- 
most certain to be cold, warm, 
cloudy, windy, calm, freezing, and 
thawing before it ends.” So don’t 
let the first warm day tempt you 
to rake off all the protective mulch- 
es from your beds or plants, dig 
your ground before it is ready, or 
plant tender annual seeds too soon. 

However, there are a great many 
jobs that can and should be done 
this month to get an early start, 
for we must remember Spring 
moves fast, and if we keep pace, 
we will have to bestir ourselves 
from our Winter lassitude. 

Any plants or seeds not obtained 
last month should be secured at 
once, so that they will be on hand 
when planting time comes. 

Roses should go in around the 
15th of this month or as soon as 
ground may be worked. Proper 
planting instructions are usually 
sent along with the rose order, as 
well as pictures showing each step 
in so many of the garden maga- 
zines for this month. 

It is also the last good month 
for transplanting other shrubs and 
trees, especially Magnolias. 

Pruning that was started last 
month can be finished up, and such 
shrubs as vitex and Buddleias ad- 
ded to the list, as well as Roses, de- 
pending of course, on weather con- 
ditions. Usually it is safe after the 
middle of the month to prune back 
these less hardy plants. Of the 
summer flowering shrubs that are 
pruned now, the Rose-of-Sharon 
or althea is usually either neglect-

ed or the top is sheared off, which 
is not the proper method to in- 
duce the best flowering. Cut at 
various lengths so bloom is pro- 
duced all over the bush. This 
shrub needs hard pruning to force 
dormant buds into growth, as well 
as to keep it within proper size 
Too much emphasis cannot be giv- 
rn on proper pruning of our trees 
and shrubs. 

As to seed planting, only the 
very hardy annuals can be plant- 
ed unprotected, which were the 
ones suggested for fall planting 
outdoors Others, like Asters, 
Ageratum, Petunias, Snapdragons, 
Salvia, etc., may be planted in the 
cold frame with reasonable safety 
anytime after the 15th, provided 
an extra covering is put over the 
glass at night in case of a cold 
spell. Warmth loving plants like 
Zinnias and Marigolds are better 
planted much later, when the 
ground warms up. 

Seedlings that were started in- 
doors last month should be trans- 
planted as soon as possible, kept 
in full sunshine, turning container 
often to prevent plants from grow- 
ing crooked. If weather permits, 
they may be placed in cold frame 
by last of the month. 

Tuberous begonias and Caladium 
tubers may be started in a pot or 
flat containing a mixture of sand 
and peat moss or vermiculite. 
When plants are large enough, re- 
pot in fairly rich, porous soil, to be 
taken outdoors after all danger of 
frost is over. 

Feeding, reseeding, and top- 
dressing lawns, suggested last 
month, becomes a must this month, 
as lawn work, to be effective, must 
be done early, since grass has a 
better chance of growing while 
weather is still cool. So many of 
our lawns show evidence of starva- 
tion. Let’s not neglect this import- 
ant job. 

This is also the month to feed 
your bulbs while the foliage is 
still green. Use a complete plant 
food, which will stimulate growth 
this year, and give you stronger 
flowering bulbs next year. 

Spring is always the time when 
garden interest is strongest, and 
the urge to plant is almost univer- 
sal. It is the time when old gard- 
eners can make converts of new 
would-be gardening friends, who 
need a little encouragement and a 
helping hand. Think how garden- 
ing would flourish if each of us 
were to make only one such con- 
version a year.

2. Take a subsoil sample from 
two or three places over the field 
at a depth of from 12 to 16 inches 
This should, of course, be put in a 
separate container. 

3. Fill out the information sheet, 
stating the crops to be grown plus 
the other information and mail the 
soil samples and sheet to the Soil 
Testing Division 

Containers for taking soil sam- 
ples and information sheets are 
furnished by the Soil Testing Di- 
vision. These may be obtained 
from the county agent, Soil Con- 
servation office, vocational teacher, 
or PMA office. 

When to Take Soil Samples 

One problem connected in part 
with sampling is related to the sea- 
sonal distribution of samples. Ap-

proximately one-half of the soil 
samples come in during the months 
of January, February and March. 
At this time farmers are making 
plans for liming and fertilizing 
their spring crops. The large num- 
ber of samples during this period 
tends to create a problem in the 
laboratory, however. 


It is important to send in the 
soil samples well in advance of 
planting. Samples taken in the fall 
as soon as crops are harvested will 
permit a rapid reply on the recom- 
mendations based on soil tests. 
This will give the farmer sufficient 
time to obtain the amount of lime 
and the kind of fertilizer his soil 
needs. 

The supply of lime, phosphorus 
and potash in the soil does not 
change rapidly. Hence, soil test-

ing should be considered on a long 
time basis. For example, if a soil 
is low in potash, high potash fer- 
tilizers should be applied to the 
crops in that field for four or five 
At the end of that time the 
soil should be tested again.

Lime and Fertilizer Recommenda- 
tions 

After the soil sample is analyzed 
the recommendations are worked 
out. The soil analysis, past man- 
agement and the Experiment Sta- 
tion recommendations are all con- 
sidered in making these recom- 
mendations. The report of the an- 
alyses along with the recommenda- 
tions is then sent to the farmer. 
Encourage your fertilizer dealer to 
supply the grades of fertilizer your 
oils need. 


ALL OVER THE COUNTRY. 
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It is a good practice for the far- 
mer to discuss his report with his 
agricultural leadership. The ag- 
ricultural leaders can explain and 
encourage the farmer to follow the 
recommendations. In addition 
these leaders may have additional 
helpful information on the farm- 
er’s problem. 

It should be kept in mind that 
poor crop yields are not 
due to plant food deficiencies. 
Merely applying the right amount 
of lime and fertilizer will not in- 
sure getting a yield. 
Careful attention must be given to 
good varieties, proper cultural 
practices, correct seeding date, and 
control of weeds, insects and dis- 
eases if maximum benefits are to 
be realized from the lime and fer- 
tilizer applied.

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Great Britain Economist 
Pays Visit To Federation 


The Farmers Federation recently 
was honored by a visit to its var- 
ious departments in Asheville by 
J. L. McWhinney, representing the 
Ministry of Agriculture of Great 
Britain 

Mr. McWhinney is a member of 
a team of six persons sent from 
Great Britain to this country to 
study the ways of agriculture here 
and to pick up any information that 
may be applied to agriculture in 
Great Britain, and more especially 
in Northern Ireland where he is 
stationed. 

The team, Mr. McWhinney said, 
spent a week in Washington during 
January, studying at the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, after 
which the members dispersed to 
various parts of the United States. 
He was sent to N. C. State College 
where he will make his headquart- 


ers while on his study tour. At 
the end of March, he stated, the 
team will meet in Chicago for a trip 
to the Middle West. 

Mr. McWhinney stated that he 
was most impressed on his tour 
by the absence of livestock in North 
Carolina. This, he decided, was 
due to the fact that livestock pre- 
dominates in his country. Eighty- 
five per cent of the farm income in 
Northern Ireland is from livestock 
and livestock products, he added. 
The average farm in Mr. McWhin- 
ney’s country is about 25 acres, he 
said, and is rolling land not unlike 
a lot of ours. 

Great Britain is practicing arti- 
ficial insemination of cattle, Mr. 
McWhinney reported, but it is too 
early to determine the outcome, he 
said. When told of the prediction 
that the milk production of the av-

Question. “Is it important to keep stimulating the interest 
throughout the growing season?” 

Response. “Decidedly. This should be done, first, through a 
service of dedication in the church; and in so far as possible by 
pastor and church school teachers on the field at the beginning of 
each project. Then, week by week, the pastor and teachers will 
include the Lord’s Acre workers and their work in church and 
class prayers, and will refer with commendation and stimulation 
to the project workers and to their dedicated work.” 


Question. 
Response. “Yes, allowing the projects to become too small 
and the failure to work the projects faithfully.” 


“Are there any dangers to be guarded against?” 


Question. “Are there specific aids to help the workers carry 
through their projects with spiritual earnestness and success?” 

Response. “Indeed there are. Above all is the habit of daily 
prayer, using Scripture teachings from memory for inspiration. 
This also is a Biblical practice. We recommend the Scripture- 
Prayer devotional folders of the religious department for this pur- 
pose. Field signs placed at the dedicated project help to stimu- 
late interest both in the worker and in passers-by.”

Response. “The local situation will largely determine the 
answer to this question. Making enterprising use of available 
markets is the general procedure. There is often real opportunity 
to establish sales relations with members of adjoining town and 
city churches. 

“The Lord’s Acre Harvest Sale has been found exceedingly 
helpful in many, many churches. This should be carried out only 
with wise planning and effective advertising. Procedures vary, 
but always a brief service of worship should be hel@ at the be- 
ginning of the sale. Pageantry and a dinner at the church often 
accompany the sale. 

“Each year there should be a Service of Thanksgiving, con- 
nected with the Lord’s Acre ingathering, at a Harvest Sunday 
Service.”
